THE APPROACH TO SHANGHAI. 


{rayolers Got a Wrong Impression of 
China Visiting Large Cities Only. 


Standing on tho bow of the vessel the 
night before we reached Shanghal, one 
could read tho time on the faco of his 
watch, the water was 80 phosphorescent. 
It looked liko a sea of fire; every little 
wayo and the spray thrown up by tho 
yessel looked like Hquid metal at white 
hoat. It was a woird and strange sight. 

Hxtending many miles out into the 
ocean along the Yang-‘I'so river are low, 
loyel tracts of marah Jand covered with 
reods, built up by the mud doposited by 
the river. It also forms many bars of 
mud in the channel, so that tho large 
steamers anchor in tho mouth and send 
the passongera and freight up to Shanghai 
in a small boat, Large steamers, by yait- 
ing for high tido, como over the bar and 
up to Hankow, which 1s 650 miles from 
tho mouth, All tho way up to Shanghat 
the banks of the river are low and cov- 
ored with coarse grass or weeds. Thero 
were inany water buffalo and native 
cattle grazing on the banks. 

Just before reaching Shanghal itsolf 
many large cotton mills, equipped with 
the latest machinery, are seen; also a 
largo roller flour mill built by an English 
firm, but paré of tho machinery 1s from 
tho united Statos, Most of these have 
been built jn tho last two years. The 
here is so dirty that aftor tt 1s 
soreonod it has to bo washed fand dried 
bofowe it is ground, This is because tho 
wheijt is thrashod on carthen floors with 
stong rollors drawn by cattle, or else with 
flails, ‘(The mills and the wido stroots
